RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Sir: 

In response to the Restriction Requirement of June 
28, 2006, Applicants provisionally elect Group I, Claims 1-4, 
with traverse. Traversal is on the grounds that all of the 
pending claims have the common characteristic of the 
compounds of formula I. Indeed, the subject matter of Group 
I claims relates to compounds of the formula I; the subject 
matter of Group II claims relates to an electrode having the 
compound of formula I; and the subject matter of Group III 
claims relates to an electrical energy storage system where 



the positive electrode comprises the compound of formula I. 
Accordingly, there appears to be no reason to divide these 
claims into three different applications. 

Traversal is also on the grounds that a search of 
the art for one group of claims will necessarily include a 
search of the art for the other group of claims. It is 
believed that the burden on the Examiner to examine all 
claims in a single application is less than the burden on the 
Applicants/public to prosecute/search more than one 
application/patent .
